The chil- 
dren of this inhospitable region are found on 
every fre in every clime, and immense num- 
bers of families furnish their quota of wanderers, 
while the separations of slave families constitute 
excep¥ions to a general rule. [People’s Press.

. PAINT FOR BRICK HOUSES. 

It is not unfrequently the case that it is de- 
sirable to paint brick chimneys, and also brick 
houses. As the bricks absorb the oil pretty 
freely, it is somewhat expensive using oil paint 
for this purpose. The Ohio Farmer gives an 
account from one of its correspondents, of a 
mode of painting bricks without oil, and yet 
have them bright and permanent. ; 

We have never tried, or nen the process tried, 
but we give it as we receive it. Make a white- 
wash of lime in the usual way, and add white 
sitirol, (sulphate of zinc.) The proportion of 
the vitirol is not named. ‘ 

Any shade may be given to this, by adding 
the different coloring materials used by the | 
painters. Hs states that a clear and rich cream | 
color may be given, by applying yellow ochre to 
the common new brick ; a livelier and warmer 
shade will be made by adding a little Venetian 
red. Burnt sienna, umber, or other colors may 
be used to suit the fancy. The writer states 
that this is far cheaper than oil paints, costing 
but little more than common whitewash, and 
nothing will remove it but the severest friction.

We blame the managers for not ascertaining 
that every conductor on the road was not pro- 
vided with a correct time piece, by which to run 
his train ; and, further, for not ascertaining the 
reason why the Uxbridge train, since it has been 
under the charge of Mr. Putnam, has almost in- 
variably been behind its time, and not applying 
the remedy. 

We say that the train from Providence, on 
which were the President of the Railroad Com- 
pany, the Superintendent and an experienced 
conductor, should have started from the Boston 
switch the very second the signal was given. 
By so doing it might have reached in fhe minute 
lost, a point on the road where it would have 
been in full view from the Valley Falls station ; 
and thus this great calamity would probabl 
have been avoided. This delay we consider at- 
tributable to the conductor of the Providence 
train, in permitting the engineer, fireman and 
brakeman to be absent from their places when 
the signal to start was given. 

Finally, we say that the whole arrangement 
in regard to these trains is bad. There is no 
necessity for crowding them towards the Boston 
switch, so near upon the time of each, and so 
near upon that of the Boston train; that the 
ts vecial rule’ in regard to the trains at this 
point is insufficient, and that some signal north 
of the curve and in sight of the Valley Falls 
station should have been used to warn the Ux- 
bridge train of the approach of the train from 
Providence. The use of such a signal would, in 
our opinion, have prevented this sad catastrophe.
